Military K«<l Tape. 

The London Chronicle published R 
Story of military red tajw which will 
bear comparison with tho best of 
stories. I do not know what higher 
praise I can give it. A sorgo froel. 
and trousers belonging to a lance 
corporal in a line regiment were 
damagod by a rat. A Ixiard of in- 
quiry under tho C. O. of tho battalion 
solemnly assembled at Colombo to 
investigate tho outrage. Tho lanoo 
corporal was called and gave his ovi- 
denoe, describing tho apparition of 
the rat, which jumped off the shelf 
as he was taking down, his kit. A 
second lanoe corporal gave oorrobo- 
rativo evidence of the occurrence.

The quartermaster was called and 
deposed that "it would cost about 1 
shilling to repair the serge ooat and 
trousers." The board deliberated and 
recorded its finding thus :

D. ; that the damage was unavoid- 
able; that the damaged articles aro 
repairablo, and that tho expense for 
repairing — viz, about 1 shilling — 
should bo charged to tho public" 

The proceedings wero then signed, 
passed to tho chief paymaster, for- 
warded to tho -war office and record- 
ed in tho archives of tho nation. All 
this for 1 shilling 1 I wondor how 
many shillings it cost.

A Tiara, and lis 

In 1789 Piu3 VI had his tiara al- 
tered, and it was reset by Carlo Sar- 
tori, tho pope's jeweler, with tho 
addition of throo diamonds of largo 
size, 3t> smaller ones, 24 largo balas 
rubies from Mogul, 22 largo oriental 
sapphires. 12 rubies and a large 
number of poarls, with this inscrip- 
tion in diamonds, "Ex muniflcontia 
Pii VI. P. O. M." Pius VI was, as 
is well known, forced by tho French 
to disposo of this tiara, as well ns of 
most of his treasures, to pay in part 
the 6,000,000 francs required by the 
treaty of Tolcutino in 1797. Napo- 
leon I, in tho month of Juno, ISO.""., 
sent as a gift to Pius VII a now and 
magnificent tiara, on tho summit of 
which again appeared tho celebrated 
omerald of Gregory XJUI. It was pre- 
sented to tho pope by Cardinal 
reach, the emperor's minister pleni- 
potentiary, and tho pope, in his lot- 
tor of thank*, dated Juno 23, 1806, 
informed tho emperor of his inten- 
tion to use it for tho first timo at 
tho papal mass 0:1 tho feast of Saints 
Peter and Paul. When the pope was 
prisoner in lbV'J by tho emper- 
or, this tiara was seized by General 
Miollis, together with other treas- 
ure, and taken back to Paris, but on 
tho restoration of tho monarchy and 
the return of the popo to Rome, it 
was restored to him by Louis XVIII.

The Democratic Mass Convention 
of the uounly met on Saturday after- 
noon, May 30, pursuaut to the call of 
the State Committee. County Chair- 
man, H. B. French called the Con- 
vention to order ana stated that rep- 
resentatives from both wings of the 
party h«d agreed upon a tew prelirn- 
aries in order that the busines* of the 
Convention might be advanced with 
greater dispatch and in a more har- 
monious manner. This auiiouncc- 
moni was received with evident satis- 
faction by all parties. 

The Chair recognized Col. A. W. 
Hamilton who nominated Mr. A. A. 
Hazelrigg for permanent chairman 
and W. A. Dollavcn was also unani- 
mously chosen Secretary of the Con- 
vention. All this was in accordance 
to the agreement entered into before 
the meeting of the Convention. Mr. 
Hazelrigg, upon taking the chair, 
made a happy and most appropriate 
speech complimenting the Conven- 
tion upon the spirit of fairness and 
harmony evident in the ranks of both 
wings of the party. Judde L. Apper- 
bou introduced a resolution instruct- 
ing tho delegatus who were to be se- 
lected to cast their vctcs for Judge II 
It. French for District Delegate and 
to use all honorable means to secure 
his selection . Col. A . W . Hamilton 
introduced as a substitute for Judge 
Apperson's resolution a set of resolu- 
tions given below. Judge Apperson 
made the point of order that these 
(the Hamilton) resolutions were not 
iu order because thev were not ger- 
main lo the matter before the Conven- 
tion. The Chair promptly decided 
the point of order not well taken. 
Judge A. appealed from the decision 
of the Chair and a vote *>eing taken a 
division was called for. But at this 
point it was plainly evident that such 

bioii, and since both sides wanted a 
fair and hone6t expression, Judge Ap- 
person asked and was granted leave 
to withdraw not only his appeal from 
the decision of the Chair, but also his 
original reso'ntion, leaving those in- 
troduced bv Col. Hamilton as the 
original motion . The resolutions in- 
troduced by Col. Hamilton were aB 
lows: 

'Resolved, By the Democrats of 
Montgomery County, Ky., in mass 
convention assembled, this, the 30th 
day of May, 1896 : First, that we 
hereby affirm as a deliberate convic- 
tion of this Convention that the Act ot 
1873 in so far as it demonetized silver 
and e-tablished gold as a single unit 
of value, is a flagrant violation of one 
of the most important provisions ot 
the constitution of the Uulted 
States, a violation which every 
political party ought to condemn 
and every good citizen should as-i-it 
in expunging from the statutes of the 
Republic. We therefore favor the re- 
peal of all laws by which silver was 
demonetized and demand its unquali- 
fied restoration to the right of free 
and unlimited coinage in the limits 
of the United States as money of final 
redemption at the old ratio of 16 to 
1. Second, that S. S. Priest, J. T. 
Highland, C. C. Turner, Will S. 
Shrout. Elijah Coons, J. Davis Sewell. 
Judge M. M. Cassidy, A. W. Hamil- 
ton, Richard Hunt, C. P. Chenawlt, J. 
C. B. Duff', Egbert Coons, G. E. Chick, 
Joe Scott, II. R. Turner, M . A. Scott, 
James Shrout, Dr. W. T. Simrall, J.

Mr . John G. Winn then moved as 
a substitute the following : 

The LVmoc^cy of Montgomery 
lty in Convention Assembled, de- 
clare thatjweare opposed to any con- 
traction of tho curre ncy. We hold to 
the UBeof both gold and silver as the 
standard monky of the country, and 
to the coinage of both gold and silver 
without discrimination against either 
metal, the dollar unit of both metals 
lo be of equal intrinsic and exchange- 
able value, or be adjusted by such safe 
guards of legislation aB Bhail insure 
the equal power of every dollar at al! 
times in|the markets and iu the pay- 
ment^ debts. 

"Resolved, That Thos. H. Grubbs, 
Judson, McDaniel, J. D. Gay, John 
W. Mont joy, R. C. Gate wood, B. F. 
Cockrell, J. Davis Beid, John-C.

The motiou being put and a vote 
taken it was not possible for the 
Chair to determine the result and a 
division was called for. Tellers were 
appointed, but before the count had 
progressed very far, the single stand- 
ard men gave up the fight and con- 
ceded the result to the free silver peo- 
ple. The Chair, therefore, declared 
the original motiou adopted. Still 
further in tho interest of harmony a 
resolution was introduced declaring 
it the sense of the Con ventlon that the 
delegates shall stand instructed 
case the majority of the delegates in 
the Tenth District shall bo for th< 
single standard, to vote for Judgi 
H. R. French for District Delegate to 
the Chicago Convention, and to use 
all honorablo means to secure his elec- 
tion ; but sbould tho majority of the 
delegates be in favor of free silver, 
then tho delegates from this county 
shall present the name of A. W. Ham- 
ilton for District Delegate, and shall 
for him use all honorable means to 
cure his selection. 

The Convention then adjourned.
